The body of Geosge Freeman, who
was ewept over the falls at Oregon City
in a small rowboat February Sth, was
fonnd in the Willamette river Satarday
mworning by the crew of the steamer Po-
mona., Four men lost their lives at the
time of the accident—Freeman, his two
song, Harry and James, and L. J, Shan-
non. They lived at Canemsah, and
were rowing across the river in the fog
on their way to their work at the paper
mille. They lost their bearings and
were crrried over the falls by the cur-
rent. Aboot a month atterward the
body of James Freeman, the youngest
of the four, was tound by Andy Magone
floating down the river, near Magone's
Park. The bodies of two of the drowned,
Harry Freeman and Bhannon, were
never recovered. George Freeman's
body was taken in charge by the coro-
ner. When brought to Oregon City it
was 1dentifed by the deceased’s son.
Mr. Freeman was 58 years old at the
time of hia death.
